the Army of ‘the Crown that is in the 
Confederacy for King Auguftus, have 
held a Council, 
to. perfift.in thar Confederacy, till 
Feanquility of the Republick is fully re-eftablifh'd. 
faid they are againft enlarging the Prince's James 
and Conftantine Sobieski from their Confinement, 
til the Republick has declar'd its Refolution concern- 
ing them ; and that they are refolv'd to make Re- 
prifals in cafe the Swedes offer to attack Czeftokova. 
Monfieur Rybinski, who was deputed by the King 
to affift in this Council, did not think fit to appear in 


it, becaufe he was inform’d the Debates in it were: 


manag’d with too much Heat and Irregularity ; but 
the {aid Confederated Part of the Army has nominat- 
ed Deputies to wait upon his Majefty with an Ad- 
drefs. Part of the Swedith Cavalry and Infantry is 
er’'d in the Neighbourhood of Vielun and Ra- 
on where they raife heavy Contributions. The 
King’s Troops are difpos'd into Quarters at Wiefniez 
and Tarnowies, and other Places thereabouts ; ac- 
cording to an Agreement between the Caftellan of 
Cracow and the Marthal of the confederated Part of 
the Army of the Crown. His Majefty’s Court is at 
Wifniez, where Preparations are made againft the 
fitting of the Great Council that is to be affembled 
the 8th of January, by which time his Majefty is ex- 
pected there from Saxony. The Vice-Chancellor of 
the Kingdom, the great Marfhal, the Ambaffador of 
Mufcovy, and other Noblemen, are at Bochnia a Mile 
diftant from Wifniez ; and the Caftellan of Cracow 
is at Krzeczow, whither the Perfons of Quality we 
have juft mention’d refort often and hold Conferences 
with him’on publick Affairs: We are very mueh a- 
fraid of the coming'of the. Swedes into the Neigh- 
bourhood of this Place. 
Warfaw, Dec.19- The Swedes have demolifh’d the 
Fortifications of Kofcian. Some of their Troops are 
come to Rawa, Pietrocowits, and other Places there- 
abouts, and rhe Swedith Commiffaries are expected 
at Lowitz. The Eftates of the Palatinat .of Siradia 
have {ent Depnties to the pretended new King Sta- 


niflaus, to make their Submiffion tovhim. "tis report- 


ed the King’ of Sweden has refus’d to give Audience 
at Rawicz to the King of Pruffia’s Envoy. The Pa- 
latin of Culm is rerurn’d to. Caminiec, from his Em- 
baffy to the Czar of. Mufcovy, and having fent Ad- 
vice so Court of his Arrival, he is order’d to repair to 
the Great Council which will be held next. Month, to 
render.an Account of his Negociations, and the 
Treaties he has concluded with the Czar, to the 
great Advantage of the King and the Republick. 

Amfterdam, Jan. 6. It appears by our laft Advices 
from the North, that the Rigour of the Seafon is not 
fufficient to ‘reftrain thé Motions of the Swedes in 
Poland; and. feveral, Inhabirants of Cracow, being 
very apprehenfiye of their’ advanceing thither, have 


prepar'd to retire from thence with their Effects, If 
the Defign of the Swedes is to. poffefs themfelves of 
that Place, in order to caufe King Staniflaus to be 
crown’d there, they may find fome Difficulty in it ; 
for Ring cevtius on the firft_ notice of their having 
fuch a Defign, will return from Saxony to Cracow 
to put him(elf at the Head of his Army. His Majefty 
has given Orders for the utmoft Diligence to be us'd 
in rafing new Regiments and Recruits for his Saxon 
Troops, whom he propofes to encreafe to 36000 Men 
by next Spring. The Pope’s Nuncio, who refides at 
Wieliczka, has notified to the Cardinal Primate, the 
Pope’s Letter, in which his Eminency is cited to ap- 
pear at Rome ; and this Notification was made in 
due Form, and in Prefence of Witneffes, to the End, 
that if his Eminency do not obey the Citation, the 
Court of Rome may proceed to infli&t the Penalty 
fpecified in the faid Letter. The Bifhop of Pofnania 
continues under Confineinent in Saxony. 

Some private Advices from Poland tell us, that b 
a Treaty made between the King of Sweden an 
the pretended new King Staniflaus it is “ftipulated, 
that if King Staniflaus get poffeffion of the Mingdom 
of Poland, the great Dutchy of Lithuania fhall be 
yielded to the Houfe of Sapieha; and Courland, and 
part of Samogitia to the King of Sweden; and that 
in cafe the new King cannot be ferled in Poland, 
Endeavour fhall be us'd to eftablith him in the Great 
Dutchy of Lithuania, and then part of Samogitia 
fhall be given t6 the Family of Sapieha, and all 
Courland tothe King of Sweden. Time will thew 
what Foundation there is for this News.

Directions for buying Horfes, for a Regiment of 


Dragoons which he has ordei’d to be rais’d. General .
